Hereas by vertue of the 14. of Septemb. laſt, cerr2in 
per fors therein nzmed, inter:ded and appointed ro be 
3Commirree tor Vo!untiers for che ſ214 county, have 
alrcady raiſ.d three Regiments,aud by their contitmed care ard 
endcavour,2nc furrhier hopes of good progrefle tt, tre work, if 
{me fir adairion of power he given for compelling Officers ro 
do ricir dury, perſons aff ſed ro pay their raxes;zand{uc}; rowns 
and perſons within rhe ſaid Counry ro bear and perform rl:cir 
proportiouab'e parr of the burder,borh in reſpc& of their per- 
fon-11 ſervices and rare:ble raxes ; who bave hitherto re- 
fuſed and negleed ro doe the ſame, rough equally irrerrefſed 
inthe darger, ard benefited by ſuch protetion and proviſion 
for their, ard thetr Countries ſatery and ſecurity. The Lords 
and Commons afſumb!ed in Parliamenc taking the ſame into 
cLeirferiou conſiderations, and the dangers of that Coumy be- 
ing neere unto, and much chrearred bv a Popith and Malignant 
Euemy : and holdirg it juſt and neceſſary ro difperce ſuch fur-

colrraty,thall by ver-ue of thisOrdinance be ful'y Jiſch: red: & 
iris Ordered and Ordained by the authority afireſaid, that in 
caſe the ſaid Forces or any of them ſhall be commanded our of 
che bounds and limits of the faid county, rhe ſaid county ſhall 
nor be chafrged wich the payment of them during rheir abſence, 
unleſſe rhey march forth of the ſiid county with the Jeave of 
the ſaidCommirtee for the time being.of ſeven of them.Provi- 
d2d,and 1t 1s Ordered & declared,crhar rothirg in chi: Ordinance 
contained ſhall be expounded or taken to abfrogate the power 
givento the ſaid Commirte by the ſaid Ordinance of rhe 14. of 
Septemb, 


Septemb, laſt;but chat rhe ſ:me ſhall be of full force, according 

ro the true meaning 11 ereof ; ard ir 1s laſtly Ordered, Declared 
and Ordained,that the good cudeavours of rhe ſ1id Commitree 
in che eXccurion of the premiſes, are ard ſhall beraken as reall 
and publike teſtimonies of their good affcCiors to the publike 
weale; and themſelves, and ſuch orhers as ſhall a& accordiug 
to the true meanir:g of tl:1< preſent Ordinance, ſhall be for ſo 
doing ſaved harmlefſe and indempnified by power of Parlia- 
ment, upon all future occalions which may happen. Provided, 
that this Ordinance be no longer in force, then for the ſpace of 
four moterhs, ro begin from the 1 $. of this preſent December, 
unleſſe both Houſes of Parliamenc ſhall give furrher order 
therells
